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Area deluged 
with major accidents 


About $8,000 damage was 
done in a multi-vehicle 
accident on the St. Albert 
Trail near St. Joseph’s Sem- 
inary early last Sunday mor- 
ning (June 19). 

A release from the St. 
Albert detachment of the 
RCMP says 20 year old Greg 
George Pudlowski, 8 Murial 
Crescent, St. Albert, was 
operating a motorcycle south 
down the Trail, overtook a 
car, and was then in collision 
with the rear of another 
southbound vehicle. That 
vehicle was operated by 26 
year old Alan Arthur Wesley, 
of 11740 129 Street, 
Edmonton. 

As a result of the collision, 
Pudlowski was then thrown 
from his motorcycle and lan- 
ded along the Trail median. 

A short while later, Rita 


Yvonne Craig, 24, of 17 
Mount Royal Drive, arrived 
at the scene of the accident 
where she parked her vehicle 
on the median. She activated 
the flashers of her vehicle to 
indicate assistance to the 
injured Pudlowski. Pudlow- 
ski was later hospitalized 
with head injuries and lacer- 
ations. 

Also stopping to give help 
at the accident were Bradley 
Snowdun of 11715 - 135A 
Street, Edmonton and Gerry 
Schelberg of 11826 - 41 
Street, Edmonton. Several 
other motorists and their 
passengers also stopped to 
offer help at the scene of the 
accident. 

A short time after, a car 
driven by Judy Ann Bush- 
man, 23, of 23 Balmoral 
Drive, St. Albert, was pro- 


ceeding north on the Trail 
and was in collision with the 
rear of Rita Craig's car. This 
caused that car to be pushed 
forward, moving it over Pud- 
lowski after striking Schel- 
berg and Snowdun. Schel- 
berg received a broken leg 
and Snowdun received minor 
injuries and bruises. Bush- 
man was hospitalized with 
lacerations and bruises. 

The matter is still under 
investigation by the St. 
Albert RCMP Highway Pat- 
rol.

Pay hikes moved 
for incoming council 


Whoever comes back to St. 
Albert council as mayor and 
aldermen after the October 
elections could find them- 
selves with a pay raise 
effective November 1, 1977. 

That’s the way it looks 
after St. Albert council 
discussed the matter of in- 
creased salaries for elected 


officials at the regular 
meeting of city council last 
Monday night. 

St. Albert's mayor after 
November 1 this year will 
find himself with a full time 
job and with a pay hike from 
$16,500 to $24,000. 

Alderman Frank Lukay 
voted for even more gener- 
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osity in the mayor’s salary. 
But his motion to pay the 
next mayor $26,800 was lost. 

Ald. Lukay said in terms of 
the responsibilities of the 
job, this was not an amount 
that was excessive. 

Alderman Gary Wetsch 
was the prime mover on the 
decision to give the future 
mayor of St. Albert the pay 
hike, He said he thought 
council had made the right 
decision and said (the new 
amount) would be a fair 
salary for a job which 
demanded a great deal. 

He also said that his 
motion implied the mayor’s

Press ethics could be 
AUMA talking point 


A number of resolutions 
coming from St. Albert 
council on press ethics could 
turn up on the agenda of the 
Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association when it meets 
later this year. 

Two resolutions came from 
Mayor Dick Plain, but one 
wil! be deferred till a special 
meeting of council tonight. 

The first resolution from 
Mayor Plain wants the 
Alberta Government to ex- 
tend the powers of the 
ombudsman to investigate 
the manner and way papers 
carry out their functions in 
the province. 

The extension of the 
powers of the ombudsman 
would give individuals re- 
course to the ombudsman if 
they felt they had any cause 
for complaint regarding a 
newspaper. 

The resolution also made it 
clear that all newspapers in 
the province should be 
members of the press coun- 
cil. 

The resolution was carried 
by council, almost unani- 
mously, with Alderman Rod 
Throndson opposed. 

The other ‘‘press’’ resolu- 
tion, which was deferred, 
wants the provincial govern- 
ment to enact legislation 
which would prohibit a 
member of the provincial or 
municipal government from 
being actively engaged in 
news reporting or editing. 

Mayor Plain, introducing 
the resolution said that 
newspapers must be free of 
political contacts. 


Alderman Rod Throndson, 
commenting on the resolu- 
tion, asked how far. the 
provincial government could 
go into an area on what 
elected people were allowed 
to do. He pointed out elected 
people could take stands on 
issues ... ‘‘I’m not saying 
they are right, there must be 
better ways of resolving 
this.”’ 

Regarding a working re- 
lationship with MLA Ernie 
Jamison, Mayor Plain refer- 
red to a recent letter from the 
MLA with negative reaction 
to meeting with council, 
which Mayor Plain felt put 
the matter further in abey- 
ance, 

Referring to another letter 
to the Gazette clarifying 
annexation problems, writ- 
ten by Mayor Plain, Alder- 
woman Margaret Smith sug- 
gested that if the Gazette 
would not publish it, maybe 
other channels would. 

“I think it was a good 
letter,’’ said Alderman Barry 
Breadner. 

Earlier, when council was 
dealing with another resolu- 
tion for the AUMA, Ald. 
Breadner’s attempt to get a 
resolution to that Association 
was roundly defeated.$ 

Ald. Breadner wanted to 
see a better deal for home- 
owners who later find their 
properties affected by road 
developments which had 
previously not been planned. 
He wanted monetary com- 
pensation for those who

Part of 
the farm is Brindle Moss 
where, at the time of the 
Reformation, Cromwell’s so- 
Idiers in persecuting the 
Catholics captured a Jesuit 
priest, Fr. Arrowsmith, who 
was later hanged in Lan- 
caster Castle. Fr. Arrow- 
smith was canonized some 
two years ago and is now St. 
Edmond, 

Mr. and Mrs. Hargreaves 
are now semi-retired and 
they have just returned to St, 
Albert from a week in 
Victoria, B.C. where they 
were the guests of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bernard Denley, form- 
erly of Edmonton. They 
thought Vancouver Island 
the ideal place to retire. 

They have noted some 
significant changes in the 
Edmonton area since their 
last visit, seven years ago. In 
particular, the growth of St. 
Albert and Sherwood Park 
which perturbed them be- 
cause of the intrusion of 
urban areas into prime agri- 
cultural land.

One of the things which 
impresses them most is the 
amount of leisure time most 
Canadians seem to have and 
how they spend it.

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AFFORDABLE CHURCHES - PROBLEM OR NECESSITY? 


The problem of churches in getting land for church 
buildings surfaced again Monday night when city council 
decided they could not make provision for new churches in 
public reserve lands. Council felt there would be a high 


consumption of the city’s open space. 


A recent story in the Journal pointed out that churches were 
being priced out of new residential areas in Edmonton. 


The St. Albert Ministerial Association has had some 
discussion on the problem as well and at their June meeting 
it was decided that Pastor Irwin Kujat would prepare a brief 
on the subject of land for churches and church expansion for 


presentation to city council in the fall. 


Also at that meeting it was reported that one of the St. 
Albert churches, looking at land set aside in the area beside 
the skating rink near the Kinsmen Clubhouse, was given a 
price of $70,000 for half of an acre, by the developer. The 
churches have no intention of free loading, but the ministers 


felt prices were getting exorbitant. 


Churches need land for parking as well and may be looking 
for two to three acres. Space for children and tecn programs 
is also greatly desirable, from the point of view of ministers. 
‘*We feel a responsibility to the community beyond that of 


Just our own church,’’ said Rev. Kujat. 


In considering this problem in St. Albert the future situation 
needs to be assessed as well so that new residential areas 


will not be without churches. 
In some cities 


churches near shopping centres has 


.worked well, through the church being able to use the 
shoppers parking on Sundays. Churches also find it 
desirable to be near open green area or river banks. 


The costs of not 


sites at prices which churches can 


afford might in the long term outweigh the costs of 
providing them. An education page article prepared for this 
issue of the Gazette reports on a survey in St. Louls which 
found that religion played a part in keeping teens from using 
drugs and alcohol. Not many people, even those without 
church affiliation would wish to live in 2 neighbourhood 
without a church, and a look at any community will soon 
show that the people supporting churches are also active

Throughout Ca- 
nada Week, but particularly 
on Canada Day, July 1, there 
will be federally-encouraged 
celebrations throughout the 
nation, Famous Canadians 
will be whisked back to their 
hometowns at government 
expense to lead local festivi- 
ties. There will be parades, 


! concerts, dog races, and ca- 


noe trips. Then, on the eve- 
ning of July 1, the CBC will 
spend more than $1 million 
to show us Canadian enter- 
tainers doing Canadian things 
in Canadian regions.

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business was 
on hand when the govern- 
ment announced the pro- 
gram. The organization is 
still marvelling at the shal- 
low thinking behind the pro- 
posals. Though the Federa- 
tion and the government are 
in agreement on the impor- 
tance of Confederation and 
the need to develop strong 
emotional ties that will bind 
the country together, there 
is considerable disagreement 
over methods.

Taxpayer group 
sees threat in new act 


In the opinion of the 
Mountain View Ratepayers 
Association, the proposed 
new planning act, Bill 15, 
“will effectively remove ma- 
ny of the last vestiges of 
freedom that we now enjoy.”’ 
if it becomes law. 

The association concen- 
trates its criticism on Section 
41, page 22, which concerns 
Right of Entry. The section 
states that ‘‘Any of the 
following persons, namely, 
(a) an employee of the Crown 
in right of Alberta authorized 
by the Minister to do so, or 
(b) a member of the council, 
or (c) a member of (1) the 
Board, or (2) a regional 
planning commission, or (3) 
a municipal planning com- 
mission, or (4) a develop- 
mental appeal board, or (d) 
an employee of a council or a 
regional planning commiss- 
ion authorized by the council 
or the commission to do so, 
may at any reasonable time, 
enter upon land or a building 
for the purpose of making an 
inspection or carrying out 
any power or duty required 
for the administration of this 
Act, the regulations or any 
land use bylaw.” 

Subsection (2) states that 
“If a person specified in 
subsection (1) is refused 
entry or obstructed or inter- 
fered with in any way, he 
may apply to the District 
Court by way of originating 
notice for an order restrain- 
ing the person named in the 
order or any other person 
from preventing, interfering 
with, or obstructing any 
person specified in subsec- 
tion (1) from making an 
inspection or exercising any 
power or duty referred to in 
subsection (1),”’ 

Section 136, page 77 deals 
with Offenses and Penalties. 
‘A person who (a) contra- 
venes or fails to comply with 
any provision of this Act or 
the regulations, or (b) 
contravenes or fails to 
comply with a development 
permit or subdivision app- 
roval or a condition attached 


thereto, or (c) obstructs or 
hinders any person in the 
exercise or performance of 
his powers or duties under 
this Act or the regulations, is 
guilty of an offence and is 
liable on summary conviction 
to a fine of not more than 
$5,000 and in default of 
payment to imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding 12 
months.”” 

The Ratepayers Associa- 
tion comments that ‘‘The 
RCMP do not have that kind 
of authority in dealing with 
criminals, why should civil 
servants and even an em- 
ployee of a municipality, be, 
given this much authority in 
dealing with landowners and 
average honest citizens. 
** According to the Calgary 
group, ‘‘It is not the 
legititnate role of a govern- 
ment to be placing this type 
of restrictions and penalties 
upon the people whom they 
were elected to represent. 
We should be able to engage 
in free and competitive 
enterprise without govern- 
ment interference as long as 
we don’t deny the same 
privilege to others.’’

District 3 administration survey brings suggestions 


Last fall, financial diff- 
iculties within School District 
3 prompted that district’s 
board to ask the regional 
office of education to assess 
the district's administrative 
structure. It was hoped that 
the study would clarify the 
means by which the district 
can m ‘mize its effective- 
ness and ‘t costs. 

Specificatly, the survey 
was requested because of 
difficulty experienced by the 
board in financing their 
present program and ser- 
vices, as well as the fact that 
the district will be losing 120 
high school students in the 
fall. These students, from 
the Sturgeon district, will be 
attending the new high 
school at Namao. 

Those conducting the sur- 
vey commended the district 
for its hiring policies, which 
given preference to highly 
trained and qualified tea- 
chers, and commented fav- 
ourably on its high retention 
rate. However, it also comm- 
ented that certain staffing, 
traditions retained in some 
schools are not consistent 
throughout the system. 

In its discussion of schools, 
the survey revealed that, 
with central office staff 
included, the district has an 
overall pupil teacher ratio of 
ic.8. However, with class 
enrojl ents averaging ~p- 
roximateiy 27, the . ~ 
ranges from 18.2 to 20., 
among the six schools. 

The survey discovered that 


school principals spend from 
75-100 percent of their time 
on preparation and admini- 
stration. Vice-principals de- 
vote from 29-75 percent of 
their time to these functions, 
while assistant principals 
spend 31 percent of their 
time this way. Teacher pre- 
paration time ranges from 
8-25 percent.$ 

In interviewing individual 
staff members, including 
administrators, the board 
chairman and teachers, the 
survey team found that 
communication is better in 
some schools than in others. 


QUESTION RESOURCE 
ROOMS 


During the interviews, 
some teachers expressed 
doubt as to the effectiveness 
of resource rooms, where 
teachers work with small 
groups of students. Some 
commented that resource 
and transitional rooms could 
be discontinued, and their 
staff could be redistributed 
to reduce the overall pupil- 
teacher ratio. It was also 
suggested by some that 
special education provisions 
could be discontinued. How- 
ever, the survey’s authors 
noted that this would result 
in the loss of provincial 
funding for special educa- 
tion, and local funds would 
probably not be available to 

ovide extra teaching staff

favourably on the district's 
financial system, and on the 
attitude of administrators to 
their present financial diffi- 
culties. In individual inter- 
views, several suggestions 
were made for economizing. 
A saving of $120,000 was 
seen for next year, brought 
about by the loss of 120 
students to Namao High 
School. This could mean a 
staff reduction of six teach- 
ers, with an average salary of 
$20,000. 

Because high school co- 
ordinators are also involved 
in counselling, the need for a 
counsellor at the high school 
was questioned. It was 
further suggested that the 
counsellor at Vincent J. 
Maloney Junior High school 
remain full-time there and 
that the other two coun- 
sellors work at Bertha Kenn- 
edy School, Vital Grandin 
School, Albert Lacombe Sch- 
ool, and Father Jan School. It 
was also suggested that the 
teaching time of co-ordina- 
tors be increased to 75 
percent. 

In regard to resource, 
opportunity and transitional 
rooms, the opinion was 
expressed that the special 
education classes be re- 
tained. The district operates 
resource rooms at Vincent J. 
Maloney School, Albert La- 
combe School and Vital 
Grandin School, and two 
opportunity rooms and two 
transitional rooms at Vital 
Grandin School. One excep- 
tion is the possible cur- 
tailment of one transitional 
room at Vital Grandin. 


INCREASE TEACHING 
LOAD 


In discussion of the ad- 
ministration, strong sugges- 
tions were made by inter- 
viewers that principals sh- 
ould spend more time teach- 
ing, to increase their aware- 
ness of the school climate. It 
was also felt that the 
teaching load of vice prin- 
cipals should be increased. 
Interviewees were almost 
unanimous in their opinion 
that the position of assistant 
principal could be elimin- 
ated, with the duties of that 
position being absorbed by 
the principal, vice-principal 
and teachers. 

Those interviewed felt that 
the Instructional Materials 
Resource Centre was val- 


uable, but some questioned 
the necessity for a full time 
professional teacher to oper- 
ate the centre, rather than a 
technician. However, the 
authors of the survey point 
out that a technician would 
have very little knowledge of 
curriculum design and mat- 
erials requirements. Thus, a 
professional teacher would 
still be needed as a part time 
supervisor. 

In discussion of prepara- 
tion time, teachers expressed 
satisafaction with the amount 
of time they have, but realize 
this ideal situation is unlikely 
to continue. An increase in 
the teaching loads, and an 
increase in the teaching 
duties of co-ordinators, pr- 
incipal and vice-principal 
could result in a time saving

equal to the amount repre- 
sented by four teachers. 

The survey team con- 
cluded that some reduction 
in staff can be made without 
adversely affecting the over- 
all quality of education. 
Reductions could be effected 
without harm when there has 
been a loss of students, by 
the withdrawal of some 
counsellor and co-ordinator 
services and some remedial 
services. An increase in the 
teaching time for almost all 
teachers would further en- 
able staff reduction. 

The authors of the survey 
emphasize that these sugg- 
estions are those of the 
interviewees, and are not a 
directive or recommendation 
from the Department of 
Education.

Under the Election Act, the CEO 
manages the conduct of provincial 
elections and oversees the annual 
enumeration process. 


Under the Election Finances and 
Contributions Disclosure Act, the 
CEO ensures the public disclosure 
of the amount of contributions 
and expenditures, ensures limits 
on contributions are adhered to 
and ensures the disclosure of the 
identity of major contributors. 
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county school committee to establish an ad hoc committee to 
investigate the system’s efficiency and economy. 

The deficit is considerably higher than that of other 
districts, and the Department of Education has expressed 
concern. The four-person committee will have access to 
department resource experts and central office personnel in 
conducting the investigation. 

To increase the operation’s efficiency, a bus supervisor 
may be appointed to oversee the system’s operation. In 
addition, other measures to reduce busing costs can be 
taken, including better use of bus seating capacity, 
re-arranging routes and eliminating buses. 

The ad hoc committee is expected to make a report on its 
findings in August. However, recommendations may take 
three or four months to implement. 

Leduc’s 1976-77 deficit represents about 35 percent of the 
estimate busing budget. The average busing deficit for 
school districts in Alberta is between 15 and 20 percent, and 
in one case, a school authority in Southern Alberta is making 
money on its operation. 


SHERWOOD PARK NEEDS TEEN CENTRE 


Sherwood Park, billed as the biggest hamlet in the world, 
is a ‘‘bedroom’’ community, and as such, is having 
problems. The community has no industrial base, as it is a 
satellite of Edmonton. Thus, the service businesses 
normally found in an industrial urban area are absent from 
Sherwood Park. Without movie theatres, discos and other 
youth oriented places, the community's youth is left with no 
place to go. 

Interested members of the locality are hoping to build a 
teen project to answer this need. The County of Strathcona 
Youth Association was incorporated earlier this year, and its 
junior and senior boards have worked out a plan for the 
centre. 

The proposed centre will be constructed of cedar logs, and 
will have a large open area inside for movies, discos, jam 
sessions, talent nights, banquets and film nights. There will 
be a study room, TV room, office space and kitchen 
concession. Downstairs a 2500 square foot area will be left in 
concrete for roller skating and games. 

The County of Strathcona has donated land for the 
project, plus $4,000 to the project. The province has given 
$20,000, Imperial Oil $2,000 and Beta Sigma Phi $100. This 
leaves them $61,900 short of their $100,000 target. 


THUMBS DOWN ON FORT ARTS CENTRE 


A plan for an arts centre at Fort Saskatchewan has been 
killed by town council, by the rescinding of a borrowing 
debenture bylaw for the centre.

The report also pointed to the fact that the town is not of a 
size yet to justify a theatre, and that inadequate parking 
would be a problem. 

The project would have cost $2.9 million and consisted of 
a library, theatre and crafts facility. 


ERRING CYCLISTS LOSE BIKES 


Lawbreaking cyclists in Wetaskiwin may find themselves 
savouring the joys of walking in the future, if they are 
caught in contravention of traffic regulations. City council 
recently voted to empower the RCMP detachment to 
impound the bikes of those who contravene bylaws or the 
highway traffic act. The new law will also apply to mopeds. 

There has been a growing concern in the city with the 
growing number of cyclists breaking the laws, particularly 
by running red lights, riding double and riding without 
lights at night. Up until now, the only recourse of the police 
was to lay charges and have the offender appear in court. It 
was felt that the impounding of bikes was a more effective 
way of righting the situation. 

The RCMP reported that the age group most frequently 
found breaking the traffic laws were those from 10-16. 
Youngsters of this age have not yet obtained their driver's 


Jicences, and tend to be less aware of the problems they case 


on thoroughfares. 


SAANICH GETS INDUSTRIAL PARK 


Despite numerous obstacles, Saanich, sister municipality 
to Victoria, will soon have its own industrial park. The park 
will benefit all of greater Victoria, but will particularly aid 


the burdened Saanich taxpayer. 

Saanich began its campaign for the park in 1960. It ran 
into zoning problems however, because, despite the fact the 
40 acres in the designated area were zoned for light 
industry, 60 acres in the rear were frozen for agriculture, 
while a 30 acre area at each end was zoned residential. The 
40 acre area was insufficient for the park. Finally, however, 
the new provincial government lifted the agricultural 
restriction and the Capital Regional District extended the 
industrial zone to include the two residential areas. 

The provincial government is now being petitioned to 
improve the highway access, and planning of the roads and 
sewer system is underway. 

The park is being developed under land use contract, and 
lots will be available in one and one-third acre parcels. 
Aesthetic aspects are being given careful scrutiny, and a 
100-foot buffer strip of existing trees will divide the park 
from residential areas. 

The municipality of Saanich has a new advisory design 
panel which must approve all plans, but apart from this, 
Saanich will act in an organizing capacity only.

Fluoride - poison 
or panacea? 


The furor over fluoride has 
by no means been laid to 
rest. Since the 1950's first 
saw the controversy erupt, 
the battle has continued 
sporadically. However, over 
the years, most communities 
have seen fit to introduce the 
chemical into their water 
supplies, 

However, the story has not 
ended there, and the argu- 
ment rages on. Does the 
chemical prevent dental car- 
ies? Or is it a poison, suited 
only for its original purpose 
of etching glass? In North 
America and Europe, 173 
communities have taken the 
latter view and have dis- 
continued fluoridation of 
their water supplies. How- 
ever, these withdrawals from 


the fluoride program have 
gone unheralded, as have the 
reasons for them, 

The symptoms reported by 
the communities discontin- 
uing fluoridation make chill- 
ing reading. Coeur d'Alene, 
Idaho reported chinchilla 
herds dying, and noted that 
some animals were born 
dwarfed and sterile. Humans 
experienced skin rashes and 
kidney damage. In some 
areas, fluoride was voted out 
on the advice of the medical 
and dental professions. In- 
flamed mouths, sick stom- 
achs, stiff joints and mottled 
teeth were all reported in the 
areas that eventually ceased 
fluoridation. Even an ele- 
phant was reportedly laid low 
by the ingestion of fluoride. 


Life insurance shopping 


to be made easier 


An agreement in principle 
has been reached by the 
Canadian Life Insurance 
Association and the Con- 
sumers Association of Cana- 
da regarding the compilation 
of a shoppers’ guide for life 
insurance buyers. It is 
expected to be published 
later this year. 

Lawrence Welsh, writing 
in the Globe and Mail, says 
the guide will give cost 
comparisons for similar poli- 
cies issued by the major 
companies, 

The CLIA will distribute a 


questionnaire and narrative 
to its member companies 
asking them to submit 
pricing information to the 
CAC. The guide will be an 
objective presentation of the 
price of insurance with no 
judgements made as to the 
type of policy that should be 
purchased.

Church, family ties help students who shun drugs 


Why do some kids feel 
) driven to use drugs, while 
» others don’t? 

Recently, the St. Louis 
County Office of Youth Pro- 
grams studied the question, 
interviewing teen-agers who 
have not used mind altering 
substances in the last year. 

A background profile em- 


erged of students who do not 
use drugs, including alcohol. 
In that profile, parental 
discipline, family together- 
ness and the influence of 
religion all played a strong 
part. 

The researchers found that

cisions not to use drugs. 
Saving money was not a 
factor, nor was a part-time 
job considered an influence 
in their stance. 

Non-users were not greatly 
concerned with popularity. 
Eight out of 10 termed 
themselves satisfied with 
their popularity, and less 
than 20 percent considered 
themselves ‘‘very popular.’’ 
This fact led to the discovery 
of perhaps the most per- 
tinent fact -- 95 percent of the 
178 teen-agers interviewed 
described themselves as 
**more independent’’ than 
their classmates, and more 
than half termed themselves 
“‘very independent.”’ 

It was evident from the 
interviews that fear of 
punishment, legal or other- 
wise, had little to do with the 
teen-agers’ decisions. Nor 
did the lack of opportunity to 
indulge -- only two out of the 


178 reported they had never 
been offered a chance to do 
drugs or alcohol. 

Those who conducted the 
research concluded that st- 
udents who had chosen not to 
do drugs appeared ‘‘very 
well-adjusted, eager to re- 
main busy at school or 
church,"’ and who don’t see 
the necessity for drinking or 
taking drugs. They con- 
cluded from the interviews 
that teen-age drug and alco- 
hol abuse stem primarily 
from a deterioration of family 
life, and could not be 
eradicated by police or gov- 
ernment action. 

The researchers stated 
that families concerned with 
the problem should re-ex- 
amine their own use or abuse 
of alcohol and drugs, the 
place of organized religion in 
the home, and the degree to 
which the family experiences 
togetherness.

The controversial issues of 
attendance Aifefts and busing 
were aired once again at 
Wednesday's meeting of 
school district 6 trustees. 
Chairman Bill Webber re- 
marked that the issue should 
be discussed in light of the 
recent dissension over the 
matter. 

Heated debate on the issue 
flared up at a meeting of the 
board, administrators and 
angry parents at a meeting to 
discuss busing at Ronald 
Harvey School on May 31. 
The parents were protesting 
the busing of 49 grade six 
students from Ronald Harvey 
School to Sir George Simpson 
Junior High. Nothing was 
resolved at the meeting. 

Asked to comment on the 
situation, Mr. Munro stated

He pointed out that 
this year, 200 elementary 
students were bused out of 
the district and that busing is 
not new.

Mr. Adair said antelope 
hunters will have an opp- 
ortunity to take female 
antelope this year. Only a 
limited number of female 
permits will be issued on a 
Wildlife Management Unit 
basis. 

The minister indicated the 
antelope population has in- 
creased over the last few 
years as a result of mild 
winter conditions. ‘‘The an- 
telope population is now at a 
level where a female harvest 
is advisable,” he said. ‘We 
are concerned with the 
possibility of over-browsing 
inthe northern portions of 
the antelope range making 
control of herd size de- 
sirable.’* 

A limited female mule 
deer harvest will also be 
permitted this year in the 
south and south-western 
portions of the province. This 
is necessary since mild 
winter conditions over the 
last three years and an 
extended period of closed 
female seasons has caused 
the mule deer populations in 
this part of the province to 
reach high numbers, Mr. 
Adair said. 

Similar to the female 
antelope season, a limited 
number of female mule deer 
licenses will be issued on a 
Wildlife Management Unit 
basis. 

Mule deer seasons from 
Calgary north will be similar 
to those in 1976, 

Both female mule deer and 
female antelope licences will 
be issued on a random draw 
basis. Mr. Adair said the 
licence limitation would re- 
sult om the average of one 
female mule deer licence per 
24. sq. miles for the units 
where female licence will be 
issued. 

Female moose seasons 
have been reduced in the 
area morth of Edson and 
northwest of Whitecourt in 
response to increased road 
access to those areas.

The MD of Sturgeon 
brought down a big $5,365,- 
128 last week, quite a way up 
on last year’s $4,305,898. 

The MD’s assessment is

Increases in development 
all round the MD in the key 
areas of commercial and 
industrial progress are the 
reasons for this year’s jump 
in the assessment, says

A draft copy of the budget 
was presented to MD council 
could study the proposed 
budget. 

The total mill rate for 
Sturgeon this year is 114.25 
(reduced 84.75), compared to 
107 and 80 last year.

“Snakes alive” at Gibbons

In the 1930's the banks 
along the Sturgeon River 
were a beautiful wilderness. 
Poplars, spruce, jackpines, 
aspen and birch grew in vast 
profusion. 

In the fruit and nut group 
of bushes growing rampant 
were the pincherry, high 
bush cranberry, Saskatoons, 
chokecherry, gooseberry, ra- 
spberry, red currant and 
black currant. Hazelnut bu- 
shes were very dense, their 
branches hanging ladened 
with the fuzzy, prickly pods 
containing the hazelnuts. 

Flying squirrels lived in 
the deep palaces of spruce 
and pine, with their carpet of 
green velvet moss. Clumps 
of deep purple violets grew 
here and there, with the 
yellow buttercups and dainty 
lady-slippers near the wat- 
er's edge. 

Coyotes roamed freely and 
even as one walked through 
the dense bush a streak of 
the light fur of a coyote could 
be seen, as a slender ray of 
sunlight caught its move- 
ment. 

On the west side of the 
Sturgeon were high river 
banks. Consisting of clay and 
great rocks. This high bank 
was one which attracted 
some of the young children of 
Gibbons in those days. It was 
a great hill for ‘coasting’ on 
sleighs with runners. 

As soon as spring app- 
eared, a greater adventure 
took place on that clay hill. 
Small caves existed in which 
garter snakes hid still in their 
great balls. This was a 
process they used to keep 
warm, throughout the cold 
winter months. In the late 
fall they would gather in the 
warm caves, entwining th- 
emselves together thus for- 
ming great ‘‘balls."’ 

The boys of Gibbons us-

ually exulted in this ad- 
venture. They would keep 
watching to see when the 
“balls’’ of snakes would start 
to unravel. Then, after 
several days of warm sun- 
shine, they would leave the 
old skin behind, and become 
active and move about the 
clay banks. 

One day mischief struck 
the minds of my brothers Jim 
and Charlie, Wesley Spra- 
gue, Will Mabbutt and some 
other boys. They filled pails 
with the writhing mass of 
garter snakes, took them to 
the small main street at 
Gibbons, which had a long 
wooden sidewalk on either 
side. Then they proceeded to 
turn the ‘‘hapless’’ creatured 
loose under both sidewalks. 

Needless to say many a 
“shriek’’ could be heard if a 
lady or young girl happened 
to spet an exploratory reptile 
head, sticking up between 
the sidewalk boards. 

The boys made a thorough 
job during their mischief. As 
Miss Johnston, our school 
teacher for many years, 
opened a drawer of her desk, 
a most anxious snake lay 
waiting to make its exit. | am 
not certain about who scared 
who the most, the snake or 
the teacher. 

Both exits were made in 
record time. Having no 
chandeliers in those days 
was most inconvenient. 

To top it all off a great 
round Khaki colored tent was 
erected, at the old sports 
ground north of the present 
day one. You guessedit! A 
snake show was to be held 
on that sports day. 

A “rip snortin,’ good ball 
game went on and there were 
booths where you could try 
out games of chance. Iced 
homemade lemonade was 
sold, as well as ice cream and 
other homemade goodies 
could be had, 

As for the snakes, sure 


enough, there they were. 
Great round bodied reptiles, 
big and horrible looking in 
cages. The man who ran the 
snake show even looked 
rather like his slithering 
friends in those cages. When 
he sang out his lingo about 
the great reptiles, it was 
almost like ‘‘hell fire and 
brimstone,’’ if you didn’t 
I'sten. With his narrow grey 
eyes looking at you, you 
almost felt hypnotized if you 
dared look. 

But some of us didn’t have 
the money and if a parent 
couldn't be found in the 
crowd, there was a way to 


see it. Alf Mabbutt, Will 
Mabbutt, my brother Charlie 
and Wes Sprague decided to 
take a peek, when no one was 
looking. But although they 
fooled around with garter 
snakes, not one of those boys 
wished to see any of the 
snakes in that tent end up 
along our river banks. 

A great sigh of relief was 
heard inevery home when 
that ‘‘snake show’ left 
Gibbons. 

To this day, those boys, 
who are now husbands and 
fathers even grandfathers 
talk of the ‘‘Snakes Alive at 
Gibbons.”
